This is by ‘no means the only case of 
opposition on record. For example in 
1913, the Canadian agents of the Cam- 
bridge Ufiversity Press, Messrs. J. M. 
Dent & Sons, wrote the Students’ Book 
Department to the effect that they were 
informed by a good client of theirs that the 
Students’ Book Department was selling 
their books at less than 30c. to the shilling, 
and that to protect their client they must 
insist on its raising its price to the 30c.

Loss to German Commerce— 
Double Gain for Allies ~ 
The loss of a large part of her 
foreign market reacts upon Germany 
in several ways. In addition to caus- 
ing unemployment and economic 
confusion at home, it has aided still 
further the cause of the Allies by 
affording them an opportunity of 
supplying with their own goods the 
field left vacant by Germany. 


There are, however, very real limits 
to the ability of the Allies to avail 
themselves by the chance. New in- 
vestments of capital upon a con- 
siderable scale must be made, and 
allowance given for the doubtful 
permanence of the market. 


To reap the benefits of this to the 
full, the various Governments of the 
Allies must be prepared to give suffi- 
cient guarantee to ensure safety of 
investment. The British Govern- 
| ment has already taken such a step 
as this in the dye-stuff industry.

Your letter of November 25th has been referred to 
this office for answer. I beg to advise that the Cornell 
Cooperative Society has general charge of the sale of books 
and materials at the University. It is not under the 
official direction of the University, but is managed by a 
Roard of Directors, the majority of whom are connected with 
the University. The University has no direct supervision 
over it. Books are sold the students at reduceé prices and 
in addition the vooperative Society declares a dividend at 
the end of the year on the amount which each student spends 
in the store. For several years this has averaged over eight 
per cent. 

The Co-op allows the University discounts on certain 
articles, but in general makes no distinction between the 
University and its other customers. wrusting this letter

This is entirely under the control of the Board of 
egents of the University of Minnesota. All purchases are made 
by the Purchasine Officer of the University and all receipts are 
remitted through the University to the State Treasurer, who pays 
all bills. We have a clerk in charge, who is directly responsible 
to me for the administration of the book store. All requisitions 
for supplies come through my office for approval. 

The regular text books are rented to the students of 
the School of Agriculture at $1.25 per term. Books are not rentec 
to college students but are sold to them. We aim to sell to the 
students at about cost to the book store. That is, all help in 
the book store and all equipment must be purchased from receipts 
but we do not aim to have a surplus of profit. Ten percent discount 
slips are given with each purchase, redeemable in trade when pur-
